SOME SURPRISING SPEECHES IN 
THE HOUSE. 


Mir, Alex. H. Stephens’s Compact Argument in Faver 
of Referring Claims to the Court of Claims— 
The Soene Between General Phi) Cook, 
Holman and Robeson Described.

WasHineton, April 24.—No member 
catches the ear of the house of representatives 
so quickly and holds it so well as Mr. Steph- 
ens. His rolling chair plays freely in the 
open semi-circle in front of the speaker, and 
his clear voice can easily be distinguished in 
the din of the noisy body when he wishes 
to be heard. His speech Saturday was de- 
lived with surprising vigor. It was on the 
bill to aid congress of the great rush of goy- 
ernment claims by referring them to the 
court of claims. Mr. Urner yielded ten min- 
utes to Mr. Stephens. It was a short time, 
but his direct, succinct style enabled him to 
put ina compact argument in favor of the bill. 
He contended that it is the right of every citi- 
zen to have hisclaim against the government 
investigated, The place for this work is the 
court of claims. Such a plan would not only 
relieve congress of much useless labor, but 
would be more satisfactory to the claimant, 
and the more natural and equitable method 
of disposing of claims against the govern- 
ment. We may say Mr. Stephens emphasizes 
with his chair, for as he sways it backwards 
ana forwards its motion seems to enforce the 
expressions of his simple, strong style. His 
voice retains its wonderful ring and can easily 
be heard in all parts of the large hall, though 
whenever he speaks a number 
of members on both sides always approach 
and stand around him. Recently he has 
been very regular at the house, following its 
routine business with remarkable minute- 
ness. Besides this he has attended to his 
large correspondence, paid a great deal of 
attention to the proof sheets of his forth- 
coming book and apparently had plently of 
time to entertain the almost ceaseless stream 
of callers that pours into his rooms. 

A HAPPY HOT 2 
was made in the house to-day by General 
Phil Cook, who never talks without going 
directly to the point. 

The bill to increase the police force of the 
District of Columbia was up and Holman, of 
Indiana, was ranting for an amendment re- 
«juiring that the new appointments should be 
limited to ex-union soldiers. He was making 
some of the old flings at the confederates, 
when General Cook rose and asked him if the 
same test he proposed to apply to the police 
force of the district were made for congress- 
men, where the gentleman from Indiana 
would be. Holman is one of the men who 
has done all his fighting since the war closed, 
and the question caused him to stammer, Old 
Secor Robeson jumped to his relief and said: 
‘Let me answer that?’ General Cook said: 
“Certainly.’’ Robeson then declared that he 
lad no hard words for men who fought in the 
confederate army, where his friend from 
Georgia was a gallant leader, but 
when the time came fcr distribute 
ing favors he wanted all of them 
reserved for union soldiers. 

General Cook then continued—“I have 
been 1: this floornearly ten years, and during 
all that time I don’t think I ever heard an in- 
sult cast at a southern soldier except by some 
man who never saw one during the war, un-

The brave men of the north don’t deal in 
such flings, and I honor them for their cour- 
age in war and their magnanimity in peace. 
We are gradually getting rid of these old 
issues. The Chinese are disposed of, and the 
Mormons have been condemned, but we 
still have the bloody shirt. When that is 
finally buried, I am afraid some men in 
this house will have nothing to bank on.” 
The general spoke with spirit. - He was heart- 
ily applauded on the floor and in the galle- 
ries. Holman continued his remarks but 
shifted from the ground where he had caught 
this deserved hot shot. General Cook had 
spoken impulsively when he heard the mean 

ings at the south, and although he had two 
antagonists crowdedon him, came out with 
nothing to regret. Holman’s congressional 
services seldom rise higher than the petty 
ylane he held to-day and the guerrilous ob- 
jection toany measure which seems to be 
generally favored. Indiana ought to find 
some better material to stand for her democ 
racy in Washington. 

A LONG SESSION 
is threatened. All to-day was wasted 
on the bill to increase the _ police 
force. The republicans have caucused on the 
contested elections until they are resolved on 
the most aggressive policy. To force the 
democrats to an early vote they will attempt 
to postpone all other legislation until these 
cases are settled. Many of the demcrats are 
determined to use every means in their power 
to have a full hearing of them, and they will 
not submit to an arbitrary majority unless it 
proposes to proceed on the evidence. Keifer 
is relied on to shove the programme through, 
but fortunately Keifer has less brains than 
audacity, and may find himself once more 
swaying a scepter of straw. Trouble 
with the election cases will rouse 
the bad blood of — both 
sides. Subsequent work will be noisy and 
slow. The length of the session will depend 
a great deal on the spirit developed in this 
week’s proceedings.

CERTIFYING BANK CHECKS. 


A South Carolina Claim—The Chinese Bill Under 
Diacusaion. 

Wasnincton, April 26.—In the senate, Mr. 
Butler introduced a bill to provide for a 
coaling dock and a naval store house at Port 
Royal, South Carolina. Referred. Mr. Beck 
called uphis bill to purnish the unlawful 
certification of bank chécks. He said it was 
identical with the bill which passed the 
house soon after the ‘‘Black Friday’’ troubles 
in New York. He quoted from the report 
by the house committee which investigated 
those troubles, deprecating this practice of 
certifying checks which do not represent 
cash deposit. 

A SOUTH CAROLINA CLAIM. 

The senate went to the calendar and passed 
the bill to empower the secretary of war to 
_-andit the claim for rent of the state of South 
carolina for the occupation of the Citadel 
academy at Charleston. The senate bill for 
the remoyal of the political disabilities of Dr. 
A Sidney Tibbs, which the military commis- 
sion h amended s0 as to repeal sec- 
tion 1818 of the revised statutes, being the 
act of July 12th, 1866, was objected to 
by Mr. Edmunds. The objection was follow- 
ed by sundry expressions ot dissatisfaction on 


the democratic side, and Mr. Garland moved 
to take up the bill, remarking that the ques- 
tion was one which ought to be met at once. 
Mr. Edmunds read the section to show that it 
prohibited any person who has served in the 
military or naval service of the Confederate 
States from being appointed to any position 
in the army of the United States. 
THE CHINESE BILL. 

After some discussion the matter was su- 
perseded by the anti-Chinese bill, which 
came up as unfinished business, Mr. Slater, of 
Oregon, being the first speaker. Mr. Ed- 
munds moved an amendment defining the 
words ‘Chinese laborers’’ to mean persons 
whoare usually engaged in manual labor. 
Mr. Farley obtained the floor and the bill 
wentover. After an executive session the 
senate adjourned. 

CONFIRMATIONS AND NOMINATIONS. 

The senate to-day contirmed Alphonso 
Taft, of Ohio, to be envoy extraordinary and 
minister plenipetentiary to Austria; William 
L. Dayton, of New Jersey, to be minister res- 
ident to the Netherlands. 

The president nominated to be post masters: 
Nelson F. English, at Key West, Florida; 
Wm. G. Stewart, at Tallahassee. Receiver of 
public money—Ambrose H. LeCompte, at 
Nachitoches, Louisiana, and Louis J. Souer, 
of Louisiana. Appraiser district New Or- 
leans—A. Fortune Riard. of Louisiaha. 

THE GEORGIA COURTS. 

The president has approved the act estab- 
lishing district United States courts in the 
northern and southern judicial districts of 
Georgia.

THE MISSISSIPPI PLAN. 


The Contest of Lynch wa. Chaimers in the House of 
Representatives. 


WasHINGTON, April 26.—In the house, on 
motion of Mr. Valentine, of Nebraska, the 
senate amendment to the agricultural appro- 
priation bill was non-concurred in. Mr. 
Calkins, of Indiana, chairman of the commit- 
tee on elections, called ur the contested 
election case of Lynch vs. Chalmers for the 
sixth congressional -district of Mississippi. 
Mr. Randall, of Pennsylvania, raised the 
question of consideration. The house 
Rectied. yeas 115, nays ¥9, to consider the 
case. Mr. Atherton, of Ohio, demanded 
the reading of the report. The reading con- 
sumed an hour and a-half, and at its conclu- 
sion Mr. Pettibone, of Tennessee, took the 
floor in support of the case of the contestant, 
Lynch. Mr. Atherton, of Ohio, made a long 
argument in favor of the minority report, de- 
claring Mr. Chalmers entitled to the seat. Mr. 
Moore, of Tennessee, in advocating the seat- 
ing of Lynch, protested against the shilly- 
shally, milksop policy of the managers 
of the republican party in the house. 
If it had any managers he insisted on a vig- 
orous policy in regard to the contested elec- 
tion cases, warning his party friends that un- 
less they did simple justice and that soon, to 
the republican contestants who had almost 
literally fought their way to the doors of this 
house, the forty-eighth congress would be in 
the hands of a round majority 
of bourbon democrats. He then 
proceeded to criticise the Mississippi 
plan,’’ quoting from editorials in the leading 
southern democratic papers, to show that the 
negro was not accorded his legal rights in the 
state of Mississippi, but the ‘Mississippi 
plan’’ had about run its course, and that state 
had sent its last solid democratic delegation 
to the house of representatives. The matter 
then went over until to-morrow. 

A NAVAL REPORT. 

Mr. Dusendorf, from the committee on 
naval affairs, reported a bill providing for 
the payment of bounties to the officers and 
sailorson United States vessels under the 
command of Admiral Farragut. Private cal- 
endar.

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THE ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


As Decided Upon by the Republicans of the Heuse of 
Representatives. 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Waswincton, April 26.—The committee of 
seven, appointed under the resolution of the 
republican caucus of the house, to lay out a 
programme of order of business, decided that 
the tariff commission bill will be again 
taken up as soon as the election § case 
of Lynch vs. Chalmers is disposed of, shall be 
pressed for final action, then the remaining 
election cases, and after them the appropria- 
tion bills. An. effort will be made to pass a 
bill for the distribution of the Geneva 
award, and the Bowman bill or a 
substitute for it to relieve congress 
from the consideration of private bills. But 
beyond the legislation indicated the commit- 
tee have not yet formulated any order of 
consideration. 

MR. BUTLER’S BILL

U. S. DISTRICT ATTORNEYS 


The Main Features ofa Hill fixing Their Compen- 

sation, 

Wasuineton April 26.—The following are 
the main features of a bill which will shortly 
be reported by the House Committee on Ju- 
diciary to fix the compensation of United 
States attorneys in the various districts 
throughout the union. Under the present 
arrangement most of the attorneys obtain 


‘their pay in fees, and the system offers a 


unnecessary prosecutions 
simply to get fees. Especially is this true in 
northwestern states, where there are many 
people ignorant of the peculiarities of the 
revenue laws. The bill to be reported divides 
ihe districts into five classes. The first class 
includes the southern district of New York 
city only, where the salary is fixed at $,7000: 
the second class embraces districts containing 
cities like Chicago, Philadeiphia, Cincinnati, 
and Boston with salaries of $5,000 each. The 
third, fourth and fifth as well as the first and 
second are classified so chat the attorneys are 
paid according to the amount of business done 
Thesalary is to bein lieu of all fees whatever, 
these latter being required to be paid into the 
government treasury. The ,total of salary 
allowed by the bill is $255,000, which is a re- 
duction of 50 per cent. from what is now 
allowed. 


THE MANITUBSAN FLOODS.

The Red and the Assinaboine Riv. rs Overflowing 
thelr Banke. 

Winnepec, Manitrosa, April 26.—The Red 
river and its tributaries are still rising. The 
Assinaboine is breaking up and causing much 
trouble. A rise.at the rate of an inch and a 
half hourly is reported from Niverville, Man- 
itoba, where the water is the highest known 
for twenty-one years. Some houses on the 
river bank are completely submerged. 

TRANSPORTING PASSENGERS. 

About 1,200 delayed passengers arrived at 
Winnipeg last night. They were transferred 
two miles south of St. Vincent to the steam- 
ers which took them and the mails directly 
across the prairie to the station on the Canada 
Pacific road,whence they proceeded by special 
train. This’ method of transportauon will 
continue until the flood at Emerson sub- 
sides. It is still rising there. The Air-Line 
between here and Portage is submerged, and 
traffic is again definitely interrupted. Pro- 
visions had to be sent last night wo the relief 
of the passengers detained about thirty miles 
west of this city, and who are in from two to 
three feet of water. 


LANDREAU AND COCHET. 


THE TWO RIVAL GUANO CLAIMS 
IN SOUTH AMERICA. 


Mr. Blaine Spends Another Day With the Shipherd 
Investigating Committee—Mr. Garfield’s Igu-r- 
ance of the Job—Arthur’s Change eof 
Mind—A Test Scene, EBw., Bte. 


Wasurxeron, April 26.—In the Shipherd 
investigation to-day, Mr. Blaine began by say- 
ing that he desired to correct the press report 
that he had read a letter from Ex-Senator 
Eaton. He had no correspondence whatever 
with Mr, Eaton upon the subject. Mr. Blaine 
then desired to make another statement 
which appeared to him to be very strong nega- 
tive evidence against the claim of Shipherd 
that he had an interview with President Gar- 
field on. the subject of the Cochet claim. 

A LOOK AT GARFIELD’S DIARY, 

He then added that he had examined the 
diary of the late president, who had been in 
the habit for years of keeping a minute ac. 
count of his daily transactions, and he found 
neither Shipherd or Hurlbut nor the Cochet 
claim, nor the Peruvian company mentioned. 
Neither did his private secretary re- 
member even to have heard 
him mention them. In answer 
to an inquiry, by Mr. Williams, the witness 
said none of these South American dispatch- 
es were prepared during the president’s sick- 
ness. ‘fam glad this questiou was put, be- 
cause the American press have wildly stated 
that I, as defacto president, had assumeda 
certain line of pulicy which might plunge 
this country into war.’ Mr. Blaine, in illus- 
tration of the point, mentioned 
the fact of certain dispatches which were 
blocked out before the president was shot, 
but which remuined in statu quo until after 
the succession of president Arthur. In ex- 
planation of Garfield’s views upon the subject 
Mr. Blaine said: ‘President Gerfield, in 
conversation with me said that Lincoln di- 
rected Secretary Seward to bring all foreign 
matters to him and not to the cabinet, unless 
he so desired.” 

INDORSED BY MR. GARFIELD. ; 

Continued Mr. Blaine: ‘From that time 
forward I never submitted anything to the 
cabinet which involved the permancnt policy 
orachange of policy, and nota step which 
would involve a change of policy on the part 
of this government wasever taken by me 
without first submitting it to the president 
and receiving his entire approval and direc- 
tion.”” Mr. Blaine then  preduced the 
original draft cf instructions which were 
given to Trescoti, which he read and pointed 
out the corrections whieh had been made by 
the president, some of them at 
his (Blaine’s) suggestion and com- 
mented upon the corrections and 
their want and demerit. He added: ‘I 


president for changing his mind, but this is 
the original draft of instructions to which 
President Arthur gave his assent, and which, 
following precedent, I kept. I desire to state 
most solemnly that the assumption that I 
ever interpolated aline or syllable in a dis- 
patch after it was agreed to by the president, 
is as false as the lie that was circulated over 
the country that 1 was, during the president's 
sickness, blocking out a foreign policy of my 
own.” 
UNDER CROSS-EX AMINATION, 

Mr. Belmont proceeded to propound a se- 
ries of prepared questions which were main- 
ly directea to an inquiry into the policy 
of the departiment in the Chili-Peruvian 
trouble, and the instruction which were given 
to Trescott. The witness stated he had never 
mude an examination of the merit of the 
Cochet nor the lLandreau claims. He 
had considered the Landreau claim as 
res adjudicata. Mr. Belmont’s questions were 
directed to establishing the point that the in 
structions to Hurlbut to use his good offices 
in behalf of the Landreau claim meant that 
his official intervention was contemplated to 
secure a hearing of the claim in the Peruvian 
court, contending that the lack of the word 
unoftiicially in the dispatches of instruction 
implied that official action was meant. Mr. 
Blaine replied that a boy in diplomacy would 
know better than to put this construction 
upon the dispatches; that they meant just 
what they said, neither more nor less. 

A SCENE CREATED, 

In the course of the examination consider- 
able feeling was shown, which was suddenly 
brought to a climax by Mr. Blaineremarking, 
with some emphasis: ‘i hope, Mr. Belmont, 
you will be a gentleman. I shall be one and 
treat you assuch. 1 am not ina police court 
to be badgered. I must answer my ques- 
tions in my own way, and_= you 
must not undertake to correct me.’’ Mr 
Belmont disclaimed any lack of courtesy or 
desire to badger. He entertained the highest 
respect for the witness, both on account of 
his age and the high position he had occu- 
pied, but his next question was: ‘Did you 
not, in your instructions to Hurlbut, ask him 
to bring to bear upon Peru the power of the 
government to force Peru to recognize that 
claim of Landreau?’’ Several explosions 
similar to the one just recorded, occurred in 
the course of the examination, Mr. Belmont 
persisting in putting his own construction up- 
on the instructionsto Hurlbut,and Mr. Blaine 
persistently insisting upon literal construction 
Mr. Belmont pursued his questions relative 
to the Landreau claim, asking what status it 
had that gave it any preference over the 
Cochet claim, and how it was that Mr. Blaine 
could give the instructions he did relative to 
the Landreau claim, etc. Mr. Blaine explained 
at length that the Landreau claim was owned 
by an American citizen who wasan Awmeri- 
can citizen when he obtained his title to the 
Claim; that Hurlbut was instructed in regard 
to it, that while this government would not 
undertake to construe the contract between 
the Pernvian government and J. C. Landreau, 
he, (Hurlbut) was to call. the attention 
of the Peruvian government to the injustice 
of mot according Landreau a hearing in the 
court, and to ask that some means be taken 
to afiord him a hearing. I was adventuresome 
enough,” added Mr. Blaine, ‘to ask a foreign 
government to give an American a hearing in 
its courts. You will find further,” he 
continued, “that the instructions to Hurlbut 
say $that in the event that his (Landreau’s) 
claim is not fairly arbitrated in his 
fayor that it ought to be treated as a 
lien on the property of Peru in the 
event of a settlement of the difficulties with 
Chili, involving the accessions of Peruvian 
territory Well, it was not fairly arbitrated, 
and the property has gone the way of all the 
world. England has gobbled up the guano 
and 100,000,000 are now 
advertised in London, worth prob- 
ably $60,000,000. Mr. Blaine continued 
with much earnestness: ‘‘Enzglish bondholders 
put up the job of a war upon Peru, and it was 
loot and booty, just as Cline and Hastings 
made war upon India. An English fleet was 
upon the coast of South America ail the time 
ready toswoop down. ‘They make a mistake 
who speak oi this war as a Chilian war. 
It was ane English war on Pe- 
‘ru, and I take the responsibility 
to so putit, and I dared to ask that a hear- 
ing be given to an humble citizen of the gov- 
ernment that hardly dares to be out over 
night, and my foreign policy, to quote an 
expression, would have driven this country 
into a war with Chili had it not been 
thwarted.

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STULL’S CRIME. 


A Farmer’s Wife Murdered by a Discharged Em- 
pleye. 


New Comerstown, VU., April 26.—The par 
ticulars have just reached here from the little 
village of Georgetown, Columbiana county, of 
one of the most deliberate and cold-blooded 
murders which has ever been perpetrated in 
eastern Olio, the subsequent chase and sui- 
cide of the murderer having been already 
telegraphed. The particulars of this most 
cowardly and revolting crime, as obtained by 
a press correspondent, are as follows: Collins 
Summers, one of the most prominent farmers 
of Columbiana county, has had a hired hand, 
named William Stull, in hisemploy for the 
past year or two, and about ten days ago 
discharged him on accountof his quarrel- 
some disposition. Since that time Stull has 
been lurking in the neighborhood. 

THE BLOODY DEED. 

Late on Sunday Mrs. Summers was at the 
barn, milking her cows, when she saw Stull 
approaching. Little dreaming of his mur- 
derous intent, or of the horrible fate which 
awaited her, he came and stood within a few 
feet of Mrs. Summers and said: ‘‘Good even- 
ing.”’ She noticed nothing wrong in his be- 
havior, and after answering him very pleas- 
antly, resumed her work. Searcely had she 
turned her back, when her cowardly assassin 
deliberately drew his six-shooter revolver and 
emptied the contents of all the chambers in 
the body of his innocent and defenseless vic- 
tim, two of the balls taking a fatal effect, one 
in her breast and the other through her spine. 
The inhuman monster fled: The family were 
horrified on rushing to the barn to behold the 
victim of his bloody deed weltering in her 
own gore. Stull accused Mrs. Summers with 
being instrumental in having him discharged 
and this was the trivial pretext for his.mur- 
dering her in cold blood. 

KILLED AND WOUNDED. 

DANVILLE, Va., April 26.—Felix Roon 
killed Nathaniel Johnson to-daf¥ at Yancey, 
Caswell county, North Carolina, with a 
double-barreled shot gun, and wounded 
George Williams, Jr. The messenger could 
tell nothing of the cause of the shooting. All 
the parties are of the best families. 


A DAY AT THE POLLS. 


The Management of a South Carolina Election Dis- 
played in Court. 

CHARLESTON, April 26.—In the United States 
circuit court to-day, the trial of the case of 
the United States against John T. Hogg and 
thirty-eight other defendants, charged with 
obstructing qualified voters from voting at 
the election in 1830, was resumed. The pros- 
ecution examined six more colored witnesses, 
who told the same story as thuse who had pre- 
ceded them. The government then reall its 
case and the defense had examined two wit- 
hesses up to the hour of adjournment. The 
witnesses of the defense testified that owing 
to the rotten condition of the house in which 
they had held the election, the managers 
were compelled to adopt a rule that only one 
voter should be admitted at a time. With 
this object in view, two state constables were 
placed at the door and admitted voters one by 
one. 

APPROACHING THE POLL. 

The white men got to the poll first. and 
formed intoaline, as is usual at elections. 
The negroes, who had camped all night near 
the poll, at daylight marched down to the 
pollin company front, and demanded the 
right to vote. They were told they could 
vote as soon as their turn came, and such of 
them as got into line and took their turn had 
every opportunity to vote and did vote. Be- 
tween thirty and forty republican votes were 
cast before 9 o’clock in the morning. 

A LIVELY ROW,

about a hundred yards eff, rushed down upon 
the whites with yells and witl clubs, pistojs 
scythes and pieces of iron in their hands. By 
the intervention of white and colored men 
the row was prevented, and not a person was 
hurt. The difliculty only lasted about five 
minutes, 

NOTICE TO QUIT. 

About this time the leader of the republi- 
cans received a dispatch from one of the coun- 
ty leaders, telling him not to let his people 
vote, and accordingly they refused to vote 
any longer. When questioned by several of 
the white men why they did not vote, the 
negroes said that their supervisor had faiied 
tocome. It was no use to vote because the 
poll would be contested anyhow. ‘The case 
will, probably, consume aM of to-morrow and 
Friday.

I galloped for 
sixteen miles to them, and found the Indians 
strongly intrenched on Stein’s peak range. I 
attacked them at once and drove them from 
their intrenched position. They fell back 
and occupied two impregnable positions, 
which were from six to eighteen feet high. I 
found it impossible to dislodge them without 
great boss. ve up further operations at 5 
o’cloek, and started again for Richmond. My 
loss was the four Indian scouts and one private 
of troop C, killed, one sergeant amd four pri- 
vates wounded. I know fora certainty that 
two of the enemy were killed, and a number 
wounded. I captured and killed thirteen 
head of their.stock. I have just met Mr. 
Fenton, on the main road between Londs- 
burg and Richmond, who will take this dis- 
patch to Londsburg. Iam compelled to go 
to the trila river at Richmond for water for 
the animals. I will take up the trail and will 
try and get these Indians in the open coun- 
try, on which I hope to give you a more fa- 
vorable report. The number of Indians i 
fought to-day was between sixty and one 
hundred. It was impossible to do more 
under the circumstances. The canon was the 
worst I ever saw. 
THREE MEN KILLED. 

Another Tucson dispatch gives the foliow- 
ing fromthe Tombstone Citizen: The In- 
dians attacked an American mining camp at 
Bacuachi, Sonora, on the 20th of April, kill- 
ing Messrs. Lowrey, Ray and Rickev. Three 
others made their escape. The Indians car- 
ried off all the camp property of value. 
Many Americans are in the neighboring hills 
und more murders are expected. The gov- 
ernor has ordered the soldiers and volunteers 
to pursue the Indians and take no prisoners. 

A SKELETON AT THE BANQUET, 

San Francisco, April 26.—A Tucson dis- 
patch says: Ata meeting of several thousand 
citizens held last night it was unanimously 
decided that the following be teiegraphed as 
an open letter to the president and his cabi- 
net, and to both houses of congress: **During 
the rejoicings incident to the grand military 
display announced to take place at Fortress

OUR INDIAN POLICY, 


What the New Seoretary of the Interior Says It Is To 
Be. 


Wasuincton, April 26.—Secretary Teller 
said to a Tribune correspondent yesterday 
that he should proceed cautiously in the man- 
agement of Indian affairs, and not attempt 
any abrupt changes of policy. He does not 
favor the immediate disruption of tribal rela- 
tions, evenif it were possible to secure it. He 
belhlevegin asettlement upon farm lands in 
severalty when the Indians are sufficiently 
advanced to render the success. of such a plan 
probable, but that he says is not yet. 

One thing which he hopes to see accom- 
plished during his administration, he believes 
promises good resplts. He wishes to have 
the reservation system supplanted by a sys- 
tem of patenting lands to the Indians by 
tribes; so that, while possessing the lands in 
common, they may have the same title to 
them as would.be secured to a community of 
white men who should purchase and pay for 
lands incommon. Under the present system 
the Indian tribes are moved about for one 
reason or another, and this, the secretary 
thinks, is not only a cruelty to the Indians, 
but productive of mischief to their neighbors. 
Tribes which are far enough advanced, he 
thinks, should be taught the rudiments of 
agriculture, and be made self-supporting as 
soon as possible. The nomads should be sup- 
plied with cattle that they may become 
herders, 

Referring to the outbreak of the Apaches 
the secretary said they, as well as all other 
wild tribes, should be disarmed. If there is 
no law by which this can be done, one should 
be passed. ‘‘Of what use are firearms to 
them?” he asked. ‘“‘There is no: game for 
‘them to hunt. We feed them, and we must 
continue to do so tntil they can support them- 
selves. Why should weallow them to ride 
about with their repeating and breech-loading 
carbines? They only furnish a means and a 
temptation to murder. We disarmed and dis- 
mounted two thousand Sioux some time ago, 
and they have been tenfold more progressive 
since that time thanin the same length of 
time before.”’

The Manufacture of Cratesin Which Fruit is Packed 
and for a New Mill—Corn 


Shipped— Machinery 
and Wheat Milis and a Ginnery; Planing 
and Wood Working All in One,

Montezuma, Ga., April 25.—Southwest 
Georgia is coming to the front in substantial 
improvements. Supplemental to the fruit 
interests, about which Tue Constitution has 
so fully written, is the manufacture of 
the crate in which the fruit is packed and 
shipped. Mr. C. 8. Johnson, of Marshall- 
ville, is now arranging the machinery at his 
new mill in that town, and when ready for 
work will turn out 5,000 fruit and vegetable 
crates per day. The peach crate will be supe- 
rior from anything now in use, being so ar- 
ranged that the fruit will not bruise if well 
packed. The two flat sides of the crate is a 
solid slat and pro‘ects the fruit better, not ex- 
posing so much to accident. The ends are 
smoothly planed outside, one end to receive 


the brand of the maker and the other the 
es ag or shipper. Orders from Florida are 
aily being received by Mr. J., and from 
southern part of Georgia. His prices are 
lower compared to those of past years, and 
the fruit growers of middle Georgia ought to 
patronize him and will. In connection with 
manufacture of crates is a saw for lumber, 
and corn mills. Five thousand dollars are 
already invested inthe business and more 
will be put in as it increases, 
and it must increase, for the 
culture of all varieties of fruits is increasing 
and ere long will be a formidable rival in rev- 
enue to “‘king cotton.” The mills of Messrs* 
Drumright & Minor, of this place, are deserv- 
ing of more than a passing notice. They 
have becn in operation furseveral years only as 
corn and wheat mills, to which was added a 
ginnery. The cost of mills and gin aggregate 
$12,000. One thousand bales of cotton are 
ginned and baled herein one season. Flour 
of superior quality is manufactured, and the 
surrounding country is supplied with every- 
thing that runs through the mills. The main 
mill is three stories high and has recently 
been so arranged,that the firm have put in 
over $4,000 of improved machinery fo: man- 
ufacturing doors, sash, blinds, etc. Planing 
and ornamental schroll work for house build- 
ing is made of any pattern. Specimens 
of all kinds of work made from the 
yellow ine can be seen at the 
works, and builders will find those made of 
the yellow pine superior to the white pine 
goods shipped us from the large mills north. 
The former is cheaper and more durable, and 
then it is home industry. All the water power 
isnot utilized with allthis work going on. 
Additions will likely be made in the future 
for manufacturing cotton,and it Major Drum.

to regret it. Major W.P.Drumright, who is the 
senior of thefirm, is a gentleman of wonderful 
energy, and has, by economy and untiring 
effort, made a fortune.

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THE FLOWERS OF THE SOUTH. 


A Profusion of Roses of a Hundred Different Kinds— 
Flewerlng Trees and Climbers, 
New Orleans Commercial. 

The south has been called the land of the 
mocking bird and’ magnolia, and the land of 
orange groves. if I might be permitted to re- 
christen it I should name it the land of roses. 
I don’t believe there is any region on earth 
where roses grow in such abundance, variety, 
beauty and sweetness as they do in this (New 
Orleans) country. A Mississippi. gentleman, 
to whom I have been indebted for informa- 
tion on various subjects, tells me that there is 
growing and in bloom at his home this mo- 
ment a Lamarque rose vine 80 feet long. The 
stem is eight inches through in the thickest 
part. It was planted 17 or 18 yearsago. It is 
twined ed a veranda, and its gorgeous 
clusters of cream tinted roses are splendid to 
behold. 

At New Orleans the Marcehal Neil roses 
cause the northerner to stare in speechless 
wonder. I saw one ot the plants that must 
have been 50 feet long. I have seen vines of 
the same rose that long in the north, but they 
were scraggy and lean looking, and in the 
florists’ greenhouses. At New Orleans they 
run wild and revel like a mid-summer night's 
<Iream). The blossoms grow in gorgeous clus- 
ters of half adozen or more, and the flowers 
are so large that they would more than cover 
the top of a large-sized coffee cup. A single 
one of the pale gold beauties will fill a room 
with perfume. They are as plenty down here 
as ‘‘white top’? in a northern meadow. And 
they sell for one dollar a bud up north! 

In some of the private citizens’ yards in 
New Orleans, there are as many as a hundred 
different kinds of roses all in bleom at once. 
They do not require protection from cold at 
any time, either. They all stand out-doors 
in the open ground, and many varieties 
bloom more or less all the winter through. 
The rose is a favorite flower at New Orleans. 
At the jockey club races we saw dozens 
of handsomely dressed ladies with exquisite 
bunches of rosebuds at their belts “ else- 
where in their dresses—the sweet, lovely 
flower that nature made, none of your abom- 
inable artificial things. 

The rose the French inhabitants of New Or- 
leans ure fondest of for decoration is called 
the ‘‘gold of Ophir.’’ Northern florists have 
it, but it is not common. The bud is es- 
pecially prized forits beauty. It is a smallish 
rose, of a very pale pink, shading off toward 
the heart in a deep, rich gold color. Faint 
streaks of crimson touch the outer petals. It 
is one of the loveliest roses I ever saw. An- 
other favorite here is the Madame Duprez, 
the purest white rose known. It almost 
glistens with whiteness, like a lily. It is a 
small rose. growing in clusters. Speaking of 
lilies reminds me to say that the fragrant 
common white lily (lilium candidum) is now 
in the glory of full bloom in the south. New 
Orleans people mei get border the walks 
about their grounds with it. The flowers 
gleam like long rows of shining white stars. 

There seems to be plenty of room in New 
Orleans. The houses are mostiy two story, 
with verandas ana wide yards full of flowers. 
Everywhere there are trees and flowers, and 
New Orleans needs no beautifying beyond 
these. No architectural decorations improve 
onthem. A large part of the trees are ever- 
green. The streets are so wide that the horse 
cars have an avenue all to themselves. These 
avenues are generally bordered with live oak 
trees. There are two kinds of live oaks, and 
a favorite way is to plant alternating trees of 
each variety. The trees are very graceful and 
pretty, and between these rows of living green 
the street car mules trot merrily, day in and 
day out. 

Still another lovely rose, unfamiliar to 
northern eyes, is the climbing Safrano. Like 
the Lamarque andthe Marechal Niel, it roams 
and revels around columns and along porches, 
opening its rich salmon-hued buds by the 
hundred to the warm southern sun. 

The Louisiana regioa is the fortunate land 
of tea-roses; but our hardy hybrid perpetuates, 
which ‘re the mainstay in the way of roses in 
th nort ,donot do well here. Our south- 
ern v.cu@ren can’t have the splendid blqod- 
red ‘General Jacqueminot”’ in its richest per- 
fection. We have that advantage over them, 
anyhow. Then, tov, in the south the moss 
rose does not flourish. It shortly loses its 
moss, the beautiful feathery covering tender 
nature has thrown around it to keep the cold 
outin the north. The mossy coat is not 
needed in the south, so by the law of evolu- 
tion it disappears. 

There are innumerable other varieties of the 
rose family in New Orleans which there is not 
space to mention. Our stay in thecity was so 
short that I had not time to find out the 
plants and flowers that flourished here and do 
not thrive at the north, even in greenhouses. 
1 discovered, however, that our favorite smi- 
lax vine, which does such beautiful and ef- 
fective duty in our Cincinnati winter decora- 
tions, can scarcely be made to grow at all 
down south. It does not doany good, I 
don’t know why. Neither does the fuchsia. 
A fuchsia blossom in New Orleans is the 
greatest rarity. We have one or two beauti- 
ful plants they can’t havesouth. Wesawone 
apple tree, cherished by a family from the 
north. in remembrance of their old Ohio 
home. But the poor thing was a home sick 
exile in astrange land. Apples won't grow 
in Louisiana. It reminded you of Heine’s 
palm tree sighing for the transplanted pine 
‘in the north on a barren height.” 

We had only time for a fleeting — at 
this glory of roses in the south. Then we 
gave another glance, equally short and sweet, 
at the flowering trees and climbers, and that 
wasall. The magnoiia trees were Just com- 
ing into bloom. It is worth a journey to the 
south to see them. With us alittle magnolia 
a few feet high and having one or two blos- 
soms isa treasure and rarity. In New Orleans 
the great, shiny-leaved trees are everywhere. 
They are sometimes planted in avenues, alter- 
nating with the live oaks. Only twice in my 
life, before this southern trip, I had seen 
magnolia blossoms. It was, therefore, a sight 
to be remembered to see whole trees full of 
the splendid things, pale, creamy and glisten- 
ing. Infull bloom some of the flowers are 
nearly a foot in diameter. 

In the north, too, we think we have some- 
thing worth seeing when we are able to rear 
a flowering pomegranate shrub a few feet 
high. But we must rh egy it carefully from 
the touch of the chi ling frost. One breath 
from the ice king and itshrivelsand turns 
black, and that is the end of it. In winter it 
must be put into the celler, or somewhere. 
Think now how it would look to see our small 
shrub expand into a good-sized tree, 15 to 20 
feet high, bloom and growing out doors the 
year around, The flowers, too, are much 
handsomer than with us. The finest variety 
is of a brilliant, burning red color and much 
larger than we commonly see them. The 
flowers sell in boquets in the French market, 
and are as plentiful as balsamsin the North 
in midsummer. 

You will remember, too, the little coral 
plant, with itsquaint dusky-red, poke-bonnet 
shaped flowers. This favorite little shrub, 
likewise becomes atrebinthesouth. It is 
found in nearly ali the yards and grounds as 
common as lilacs around pretty, old-fashion- 
ed northern homes. Here, too, is that mar- 
velous showerer of perfumes, the rare, sweet, 
fragrant olive, growing large and luxuriant, 
like the pomegranate and coral tree. Others 
might be named, but we had not time to ex- 
amine them. The cluna tree is as large as an 
elm tree athome, and bears a flower like a 
lilac blossom. Another fine flowering tree is 
the virbunum, and still another, a beauty, 
the Mexican url, indeed, I think, next after 
the roses, nothing about New Orleans, 
called out my admiration so strongly 
as the magnificent flowering trees 
and shrubs of the south. They seem innu- 
merable. The long es of gray moss at- 
tached to the forest trees look like a beggar’s 
wash hung outtogry. There are the same 

»rofusion and variety of ornamental climbers. 
Bweet-scented honeysuckles wander at will 
in full bloom. At thousands of pretty homes 
the columns and fronts of verandas are dense- 
ly covered with the jessamine vine, bearing 


nds of flowers. ‘This beautiful jessa 
mine thrives like a northern morning-glory 
in June. It covers fences and archways and 
everything else the human fancy may con- 
trive for it to grow on. There are several 


THE A 
varieties of it, both climbers and shrubs—the 
rarely fumed cape jessamine we know in 
the north, then the star, the spiral, the yellow, 
and doubtless others still. 

The snowy scarlet abutilon grows to a size 
and in a profusion unknown with us. So do 
the hibiscus and the amaryllis. In a word, 
nearly every rare plant we admire most and 
treasure and pet in our greenhouses is found 
here out-doors, and in a size and abundance 
that looks like luxuriance gone crazy. So far 
as I could discover only a few plants, such as 
the heliotrope, ever need protection from 
frost. A florist showed me ina greenhouse 
what he said was the largest stephanotis vine 
in the United States. it was trained along 
just under the noof of glass. It bears asmall, 
star-like white blossom of enchanting fra- 
grance. It is the flower which the lovers in 
Ouida’s novels are always giving each other— 
the people who are in love with each other 
and have no business to be. In the language 
of flowers the meaning is ‘“‘dangerous love.” 
Here is a properly romantic hint! 

These radiant southern flowers I have been 

telling you aboutare nearly all fragrant. There 
i$ & penetrating sweetness about them that 
fills the whole region with perfume. Rare, 
fine, faintly aromatic odors from magnolia, 
Jessamine, rose, and orange mingle all about 
you till you fancy the airs of Araby the blest 
are enfolding you. 
We saw sunflowers in bloom in New Or- 
leans. But the people there are not esthetic. 
They prefer roses and pomegranate blossoms, 
Ourcommon northern summer flowers—as- 
ters, dahlias, pinks, sweet peas, phlox, etc.,— 
were in the fullness of midsummer bloom. I 
never saw such blazing beds of verbenas anvy- 
where as in New Orleans. The gladiolus, too, 
had already shot up its long, brilliant spikes 
to the life-bringing sun.

It 
has been demonstrated, in fact, that the law 
which has been tested in Georgia comes near- 
er accomplishing the purposes for which com- 
missions are established than any other. 
Georgia has set a precedent for other states to 
follow. 

Massachusetts has strengthened her com- 
mission law. In March last a bill with that 
purpose in view was passed by the legislature 
and approved by the governor. This act pro- 
vides that no railroad corporation shall dis- 
criminate in charges for the transportation of 
any freight against or in favor of any person, 
firm or corporation, or demand or accept from 
any person, firm or corporation. for the trans- 
portation of* freight a higher or lower 
rate, or demand or grant terms more or less 
favorable than those demanded or accepted 
from any other person, firm or corporation 
for like services. The actalso provides that 
any railroad corporation violating its pro- 
visions shall, in addition to the liability for 
all damages sustained by reason of such vio- 
lation, be liable to the penalty provided in 
section 191, of chapter 112, of the public 
statutes of Massachusetts. a

This is the _ true 
policy of manufacturing. A mill 
of 30,000 spindles can be operated with the 
same general expense as one of 10,000 and 
working on the same capital ought to produce 
more than three times as heavy dividends. 
Indeed, it is said to be an accepted fact that 
in New England, under the sharp competi- 
tion and heavy expenses prevailing there, a 
mill working only 10,000 spindles cannot pay 
adividend. The mills that pay there, and 
the only ones, are these running an immense 
number of spindles under one management. 
If the cctton exposition mills follow the ex- 
ampie set by Mr. Hickman and his directors, 
it must achieve a grand success. 

There is one other thing noticeable in the 
Graniteville report, though the Columbus En- 
quirer first directed our attention toit. If 
the old mill had been furnished with the 
same improved machinery that is used in 
the new, it would presumably have made 
as much profit per spindle. But the Granite- 
ville was stocked over twenty years ago, and 
fell benind the new mill in its pro rata earn- 
ings $67,000—or over 10 per cent on its extra 
capital. Mills that start work with new and 
improved machinery, have an immense ad- 
yantage over mills stocked even a few years 
ago. After clearing thirty per cent fair and 
Square—aiter showing that the use of old ma- 
chinery cost a loss of ten per cent more—and 
that twolumber houses and thirteen dwellings 
had been erected and charged against the 
goods of the mills, Mr. Hickman—whose 
praise be sounded and whose. honor be con- 
firmed—states that owing to forty-five days of 
drought in the past four years, the profits had 
been lessened $14,477.00, or over three per 
cent.

I was shown upon yesterday, by Mr. R. A. John- 
son, the “Combination Plow’’ man, a one-half 
acre patch of oats sown with what is known as the 
“strawberry Proliffe,’’ or the Hunnicut oat, which 
surpasses anything lever saw. It is estimated that 
the half acre will produce seventy-five bushels. 
They were sown thin, and from each oat there has 
grown up five feet from 225 to 275 straws, each 
when fully headed will be six feet high and will 
yied from 110 to 150 oats, thus giving to each oat 
which came up a yield of over 20,000 oats. Rich 
land and small farms would make this a glorious 
eountry.

AMERICAN AUDIENCEs. 
Archibald Forbes in the May Century’ 

The varying strains of an .Kolian harp, the cats’- 
paws that wind-flurries make on calm water, the 
moods of a child—all these are monotonous in com- 
parison with the varieties in the behavior of lecture 
audiences. In Great Britain, audiences aré fairly 
demonstrative; often almost boisterously so. If at 
the commencement something happens to catch 
their fancy, they will applaud clear through, and 
sometimes, indeed, embarrass the lecturer by ap- 
plauding him in places where he wonders what 
on earth they find to be demonstrative 
about. American audiences are, for the most 
part, much more self-restrained and critical. 
rhey are silentest, perhaps, in New England. Al- 
most the first time I spoke in America was in 
Worcester, Mass. I toiled on for half an hour, do- 
ing my best, but the audience gave no sign. When 
I looked out over it 1 saw only a sea of cold, attent- 
ive faces, immobile alike to my effortsat pathos 
andathumor. Then I began to feel mean. ‘‘You 
are a poor stick,’’ I said to myself, ‘‘and it is sheer 
impudence for you to stand upon a. platform and 
pretend tobe a lecturer. They have found you 
out to be a iraud; only they are too civil 
to hiss you, ortogetup and goaway!"’ Well, I 
know I very nearly went away myself. But I har- 
dened my heart and got through somehow, the 
whole audience remaining to the bitter end. There 
was scarcely a handclap when I ended, and I quail- 
ed to encounter the secretary of the committee. 
But he was quite satisfied. ‘Our people are not 
demonstrative,’’ he observed—no, faith, I was well 
aware of that—*‘but you held them to the last, and 
we shail all be glad to have you back 
again next year!’’ Very soon I learned that the 
criterion of an American audience’s satisfaction is 
whether it goes nway in the middle or remains to 
theend. * * * A Boston audience has the repu- 
tation of being the most coldly critical in the re- 
public; but my rsonal experience is quite the 
contrary of this.

The murmurs 
that pass from lip to lip betray it. The place and 
the preparat on proclaim it, and heart auswering to 
heart tell unmistakably what brings us here. is 
is no political demonstration. the ,issues of 
the present we have nothing to do, and it would be 
sad to revive the issues of the past. We meet mere- 
ly to lay our yearly offering upon the altar of hero- 
ism, todo homage to spirits as knightly as ever 
struck for the right, and to commemorate the chiv- 
alry of those whose hearts were turned towards 
duty, and whose feet did not loiter and whose 
hands were not idle. It is an ennobling fact in 
history that the meed of honor has ever en ac- 
corded to those who displayed a lofty heroism, it 
matters notin what cause. 

The eve that sees uothing but the human in the 
lives of the martyrs—in their meek, but earnest 
devotion to their faith, listens with a tear to the 
stories of our dead heroes. It is true and right 
enough that memshould acknowledge their obliga- 
tion to those to whom they are indebted, to those 
who worked bravely, persistently and resolutely 
for humanity—to ™ whose tireless energy 
has forced the metals from their hiding places 
and cast them under the breath of steam.

THE SMALL-POX. 


The Second Day in Which no New Case of the Discase 
is Developed. 

Yesterday there were no cases of small-pox 
discovered, and there is absolutely nething 
new to day to write about the disease, ,whick 
a few days ago was attracting so much atten- 
tion. The patients at the hospital and in the 
city were doing as well as could be expected, 
and no deaths were reported yesterday. 
Considerable interest is felt in the devolop- 
ments of the next week, and much hope is 
based on the fact that only two cases have de- 
veloped within the past fourdays. Of the 
fact that all the cases grew out of the Beaver 
Slide, there can be no doubt, as they are all 
traceable directly or indlrectly to the first case 
which occurred there. Jim Lamar, whose 
case was devel ped further away from 
the Beaver Shde than any other 
patient, worked in a blacks:mith 
shop at the corner of Line and Ivy, just acress 
the street from the Beaver Slide, and fne- 
quently took his meals there. William Ivie, 
the young white man on Collins street, who 
is down with the disease, sold oil to the occu- 
pants of the miserable den, and the negro 
who was taken with the disease’ in 
Decatur was engaged with Pemwer- 
ton, Iverson & Co., and was a fre- 
quenter of the Beaver Slide. It is possible 
that he communicated the disease to Seville 
Moore, the nephew of Colonel Frobel, who 
was clerking there. All the other cases can 
be easily traced to contact with the Beaver 
Slide. Fully a hundred people have been 
quarantined first and last, and after taking 
everything into consideiation Dr. Martin said 
last night that he believed the disease was 
almost under control if not absolutely 
whipped out. Vaccinnation continues as live- 
ly as ever. It is estimated that over three 
thousand people have been vaccinated and 
re-vaccinated here since Sunday. Dr. Logan, 
of the free office, vaccinated nearly two 
hundred, making about four hundred since 
Sunday. A number of rumors were run 
down yesterday, but no small-pox was found. 
Everything is serene this morning.

The road will be standard gauge, and 
it is claimed for it that it will be the shortest 
route to the Pacific. This important. work 
has not been ventilated through the press to 
any extentas yet, although the Shreveport 
Standard a short time ago outlined the 
project. The information now given is 
deemed measurably authentic. << 
apparent that the Erianger syudicate is not 
pinpoerd to stop its work at Shreveport, but 
will continue a line across Texasand Mexico 
tothe Pacific. The syndicate is reported a 
wealthy one, and upon the score of means 
and management will not be deterred in its 
enterprise. The line from Shreveport into 
Texasmay possibly cross the Sabine in the 
locality of Logansport, but what its course 
will be across the state to Pearsall junction 
has not yet been developed. The project is 
of vast consequence in the state of Texas, not 
merely. in regard to the wealth it will develop 
and scatter in its course to the Pacific, but as 
affording strong competition and direct access 
to other markets and outlets for the produce of 
Texas now but littleknown. The completion 
of such a line would bring Cincinnati promi 
nently forward in competing for the trade of 
the southwest, and would* enable the 
eople of that city to realize 
handevinely upon their investments in 
the Cincinnati Southern railroad, which cost 
them upward of $20,000,000. The South At- 
lantic ports will also feelin a beneficial way 
the construction of such a line. As the trunk 
railroad will compete directly with the Gould 
system toward Mexico, it must necessarily be 
of benefit to the people of Texas, to the ex- 
tent, at least, which healthy competition al- 
ways engenders in trade and transportation. 
The eastern connections of the krlanger sys- 
tem preclude the idea that the proposed line 
will touch any Texas port.on the Gulf of 
Mexico, although there is no telling what 25 
feet of water at Galveston might doin induc- 
ing the construction of « branch line to this 
port for certain descriptions of 
its Mexican and Pacific freights. 
The Erlanger line will compete with the 
Missouri Pacific and Internationa! railroads in 
the distribution off Mexican and Pacific 
freights, and may eventually touch the port 
of Galveston. Meantime it is well to keep ad- 
vised of the inroads that must necessarily be 
made upon the interior trade of Gaiyeston by 
the construction of trunk lines through the 
stute that feed certain systems of railroad east 
of the Mississippi. The hope of Galveston in 
its metropolitan pretensions rests upon the 
contingency that the port will become a ter- 
minal position for the great railway systems 
that cross and recross the state. The imme- 
diate problem to be solved here is the aeep- 
water one, which, successfully effected, will 
carry in its wake the railroad terminal ques- 
ition.

THE FLORIDA HORROR. 


Details of the Burning of the Steamer Santord. 
From the Jacksonville Times. 

Between 3:30 and 4 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, there occurred one of the most shocking 
catastrophes that has ever happened on the 
St. Johns river. The steamer City of San- 
ford, of the Independent line, while on her 
way down the river, full laden with passen- 
gers and freight, was burned to the water’s 
edge, with a loss of at least nine lives, and 
probably more. 

THE SCENE OF THE DISASTER. 

As the passenger leaves Jacksonville by 
steamer to go up the St. Johns river, he passes, 
iminediately opposite the city, a long grassy 
peninsular, commonly known as Reed's 
point. Beyond this the river makesa mag- 
nificent detour inwards, forming a deep cove 
or bay. four miles in length. At its deepest 
part, the very center of its grand sweep, is 
Villa Alexandria, the famed winter home 
of Mrs. Alexander Mitchell, of Milwaukee; 
at its further end is Point Le Vista, or Phil- 
lip’s point, that Stretches far 
out , into the St. Johns and is 
supplemented by a long and well con- 
structed wharf. Point La Vista wharf is, by 
actual survey, just five miles from this city 
and in full view of the Everett Hotel. Back 
of the wharf the land rises suddenly intoa 
grand bluff, covered by a magnificent growth 
of oaks and white woods. It is a beautiful 
spot. Just under this bluff, which at high 
tide reaches the water, the terrible tragedy of 
yesterday morning was enacted. The charred 
wreck lies in the reeds within sixty feet of 
the high bank, and about an eight of a mile 
this side of Point La Vista wharf, 

, THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE 

will never be exactly Known. It is supposed 
to have originated in the wood bunkers from 
a spark from the furnace or from a lantern. 
The alarm was instantly given, but the flames 
gained such fearfully rapid headway that 
Captain Roberts saw there was no hope but 
to put the steamer’s head to the bank, which 
he accordingly did. Heran her aground in 
three feet of water. The boat burned like 
tinder. it was with difficulty that the pas- 
sengers were waked and got out upon the 
gang-way aft. The captain directed them to 
leap overboard, as the waier was shallow, and 
it was there only chance of escape. The la- 
dies timid and horror-stricken, shrank back; 
but one young lady, Miss Ireland, more dar- 
ing than the rest, took the leap. She lost her 
footing, and was being dragged under the 
whee), when the heroic — leaped after 
her, caught her and carried her ashore. 

PUKSER STEAD’S STORY. 


John A. Stead, the purser of the unfortu- 
nate steamer, is a tall, heavily-built and 
handsome man. with small. black moustache 
and black hair and eyes. He is a native of 
New York, and has been purser of the San- 
ford about four months. He is a modest, 
manly fellow, and tells his story plainly and 
quietly, though with evident feeling. He 
said: 

‘*T was asleep in my room, which *was on 
the saloon deck, forward of the saloon and 
immediately under the pilot house. I was 
first alarmed by some one jumping from the 
hurricane deck in front of my room, shout- 
ing fire! Fire! ! Isprang out and ran part 
way down the companion stairs. which are 
in front, or near my room, and standing just 
above the main deck, saw fire coming out of 
the fire room. 

‘To make this.a little plainer,’’ interrupted 
the reporter, ‘‘explain the position of the 
boiler and furnace.’’ 

“The furnace end of the boiler is toward 
the stern of the steamer. The companion- 
way was slighly astern of the furnace. As it 
looked to me, the flame was coming from the 
wood-bunkers or the hold and lapping around 
the edge of the deck. It was not immediate- 
ly against the boiler nor against the furnace.” 

‘What, in your opinion, did it catch from?” 

“Oh, I could not tell—I don’t know. No 
one knows. It could not have been from a 
lantern. A spark snapped from the furnace 
is the most probable. I did not stop there a 
second, hardly. I ran back up the steps and 

nto the saloon and met Captain Roberts run- 
ning toward the pilot house. He teld me to 
look‘after the passengers and he would beach 
the boat. I ran the length of the saloon wak- 
ing the passengers and broke in two ef the 
doors in doing so. I told them the beat was 
afire,and notto get excited, but to get out 
immediately. I then ran forward again and 
tried to save the contents of my office. I got 
out a cash book and ledger, but before I could 
getto my money the floor burned through 
and filled with smoke. I tried to go through 
the saloon, but it was then a furnace of 
flames. The passengers had gone aft. There 
was no one forward but the pilot and myself 
—he was in the pilot-house.”’ 

‘Had there been much screaming from the 
passengers ?”’ 

“No; I had heard none. Everything was 
surprisingly quiet. I made one more attempt 
fo save my money and failed, and then ran to 
the bow and let myself intothe water. It was 
very shallow; not more than three feet deep. 
I waded around to the stern of the boat and 
found the om 9 and chief engineer getting 
a lady out. asked the captain if he had 
seen Mrs. Keep. He replied, but I did not 
understand him. I heard people out in the 
river ¢alling for help. A big darkey had cap- 
tured the steamer’s life-raft and was floating 
on it in four feet of water. I tumbled him 
off and took the raft, but seeing a floating 
gang-plank, I turned the raft over toa colored 
man who*was helping bravely and took the 
plank. We both put.out into the river. 

“I saw two heads inthe direction I wat 
going.. I shouted to them to hold up, that I 
was conung,, I got pretty near them, but it 
was heavy: work, and just before I reached 
them, one of them, Mr. Downing, went down. 
The other was 4 crippled man named Smith, 
from the same place as Mr. Downing—Nor- 
walk. I got him onthe raft, and in afew 
minutes the steamer Bird’s boat came up and 
took us in. The man I had picked up was

‘‘What occurred after that?” 

“Nothing, except that we got our en- 
gers and others aboard the Bird, picked up 
everything we found adrift, ete. The steam- 
er had been beached about a quarter of a mile, 
or perhaps a little less, below Point La Vista 
wharf, that is, this side of it. The channel | 
runs very near the end of the wharf. I{float- 
ed up to pretty near the end of the wharf be- 
fore [ was picked up.”’ 

“How long was it from the time youstarted 
with the gang plank till the boat brought you 
back?” 

“Oh, I couldn’t tell. It seemed like three 
weeks, but I suppose it was not much over 
ten minutes. When I got back tothe San- 
ford, she was in a massof flame. The Bird 
had gone in and madethe Point La Vista 
dock, and was taking our people aboard.”’ 

“What other incidents do you recall, Mr. 
Stead?” 

‘The chief engineer, Mr. Smith, ran up to 
the hurricane deck to get a life boat off, as I 
suppose. The fire shut him in on both sides. 
He got terribly burned, and as his only chance 
ran to the stern and jumped straight down 
between the wheels and the bar that connects 
the two rudders. His feet stuck deep in the 
mud and saved him from being carried under 
the wheel. He then pulled his feet out and 
crawled out, when he began at once to assist 
the passengers. His eS@ape looks like a mira- 
cle and he is a ‘man worth saving too, which 
is not always the gase. The mate, F. N. 
Lyman, was the last man to leave the boat. 
Isaw him in the saloon throwing out life 
preservyers. The deck hand who was drowned 
wasanewman.

THE CAPTAIN SAID; 
‘She was well supplied with life saving ap- 
paratus. The watchman went on the upper 
deck with me and got some water buckets.

We had ten 
or eleven passengers and twenty-one crew;

From the time 
of the alarm till she burned to the water's 
edge was about thirty minutes. The pump 
was about five feet from the origin of the fire. 
I do not know whether the pumps were 
started or not. The pilot was steering when

THE GROWING OF. CINCHONA.,. 


An Industry Whieh it Behooves Us to Look After anp 
Foater. 

WasHinGton, April 25.—The department of 
agriculture has for some years past been send- 
ing young cinchona trees to various parts of 
the country for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether a region gan be found where it will 
thrive. Yest ’ the house, on motion of 
Mr. Randall, ¢: on the commissioner of 
agriculture for information upon thissubject, 
and had read the following letter from Pro- 
fessor Kennedy, of Philadelphia, upon the 
necessity of looking after the” cultivation of 
the Peruvian bark tree: 


POLYTECHNIC COLLEGE, PHILADELPHIA, April 20, 
1882.—My dear sir: You are doubtless fully aware 
that the plantations of cinchona, or Peruvian bark, 
from which the wor'd derlves its supply of quinia, 
are in jeopardy, and that Holland and England 
have, with a wise forecast, already provided against 
probable contingencies vy establishing in their 
Asiatic pooiens plantations of the tree. Itis so 
evidently the duty of our country to imitate this 
example that I beg to suggest the passage by con- 

ress of a resolution requesting the secretary of the 

nterlor to institute fulland careful inquiry and 

report to congress whether any part of tue public 
domain is adapted to the growth of the cinchona 
with the view of having that portion reserved from 
sale until congress take action on the report. 

The tree grows well up in the slopes of the Andes, 
iri a rare and temperate atmosphere Its cultiva- 
tion in Asia hasalready afforded a bark yielding a 
higher percentage of the active principle than the 
bark imported from Peru. There should be no op- 
position to a resolution of this kind, and although 
you are, I know, very much occupied, I trust that 
you will find time to prepare and present it at an 
early day.
